REMARKS 

Claims 1-9 are all the claims pending in the application, the specification and claims 
having been editorially amended. Reconsideration of the application and allowance of all claims 
arc respectfully requested in view ofthe above amendments and the following remarks. 

Submitted herewith arc replacement formal drawings to correct the noted formalities. 
Acknowledgement of receipt and approval arc respectfully requested. 

Also submitted herewith is a substitute specification, as well as a marked-up copy to 
show the changes made. The changes are entirely editorial and no new matter has been added. 

As to the trigger shaft, there is no trigger shaft shown in the embodiment of Fig. 1, so the 
trigger shaft is referred to as "(not shown)." In Fig. 2, the trigger shaft is shown and is 
designated AC. All references in the specification to the trigger shall of Fig. 2 have been labeled 
AC. 

The editorial amendments to the specification and claims are believed self-explanatory, 
except for the "spring- loaded mechanism.". The spring-loaded mechanism is not shown in the 
drawings. It is not a part of the structure of the invention. The invention is an operating 
mechanism that operates that forms a part of a spring-loaded circuit breaker, and the claimed 
operating mechanism acts in response to action of the spring-loaded mechanism and operates to 
re-cock the spring-loaded mechanism, but the spring-loaded mechanism itself is not part of the 
claimed invention and is not illustrated in the drawings. The manner in which the present 
invention cooperates with a spring-loaded mechanism is known in the art and is understood from 
USP 4,762,971 cited as background at page 1 of the specification. 
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The spring 10 recited in claim 2 is net part of the claimed "spring-loaded mechanism" of 
claim 1, but is a spring serving the purpose of keeping the friction members 5 and 6 always in 
substantial abutment with one another to ensure fast operation. This is not the spring which 
causes the circuit breaker to operate. 

It is believed that all issues raised by the examiner have been addressed by the 
amendments made to the specification and claims. 

In view of the above, reconsideration and allowance of this application are now believed 
to be in order, and such actions are hereby solicited.
